1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 8, 44, 63, and 65-67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Errichiello (4294469). Note first cover 12, second cover 14, pages 44, and "shallow cavity" 28 
providing a support for reception of round insert/coin 32 having a matching diameter with the 
cavity/aperture. Lines 38+ of column 3 indicate that various customized indicia may be provided 
on the coin/insert 32 depending on the needs and desires of the publisher or customer. The 
paragraph bridging columns 4 and 5 discusses lettering and indicia on the front and rear covers 
for the purpose of giving the theme of the book depending on the needs and desires of the 
publisher or customer, and the text of pages 44 will inherently be associated with the theme of 
the book, and it is considered to be inherent that one of the pages at the end of them will be 
blank. 

3. Claims 10-32, 68, 70, and 71 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. ^ 

4. Claims 1-6, 33, 37, 39-43, 45-58 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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6. Claims 8 and 71 objected to because of the following informalities: the semicolon on 
line 18 of claim 8 needs to be removed, and claim 71 needs a period at the end. Appropriate 
correction is required.
